Visitors barred 


from dam areas 


PORTLAND, 
Ore 
(U PI) 
- All 
unescorted visitors were barred from 
three Columbia River dams today until 
an extortionist’s threat to damage 
Northwest power facilities has ended. 


Edward N. Sanchez, public affairs 
officer for the Army Corps of Engineers’ 
North Pacific Division, said Bonneville, 
The Dalles and John Day dams were 
closed Wednesday afternoon because of 
“ the temper of the times.” 


An extortionist, who claims credit for 
dynamite damage to a number of high 
voltage power transmission line towers 
in recent weeks, has demanded $1 
million 
from 
Bonneville 
Power 
Administration under threat of blacking 
out the City of Portland 


The Columbia River dams, operated 
by the Army engineers, produce the 
power marketed by BP A. 


“ We don’t feel there is any threat to 
visitors,’’ Sanchez said. “ We have not 
received any direct threat to the dams 
and we don't anticipate any. For the 
comfort of visitors and everybody 
concerned we thought it better to close 
the dams until this thing blows over.” 


He said special groups, such as 
schools, could still arrange escorted 
tours through the dams. 


He said security at the dams, which 
are located 35, 85 and 105 miles east of 
Portland, had been increased "in a 
reasonable way.” 


Meanwhile, FBI agents are running 
down numerous leads in the search for 
the extortionist. 


A meeting was scheduled this morning 
between representatives of J-M and the 
International Chemical Workers Union, 
Local 146 — on the heels of a union 
announcement that a charge of unfair 
labor negotiations has been filed with 
the National Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB).

“ The talks were business like and 
constructive in character,” Tass, the 
government news agency, said.

Ford- 
Brezhnev summit conference late next 
month, U.S.-Soviet relations, the Middle 
East and Kissinger’s proposals for 
slowing down the nuclear arms race. 


The talks started shortly after 11 a m. 
Afterward Kissinger attended a lunch in 
his honor given by Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. 


Kissinger drove through pouring rain 
to the talks 


He was carrying what American 
officials called “ reasonably concrete” 
proposals for slowing the U.S.-Soviet 
arms race. 
The talks were expected to allow both 
sides to review the future course of 
detente between the United States and 
Moscow. 


Soviet diplomats in Washington have 
said Russia is uncertain of the Ford 
administration’s desire to pursue the 
policy of detente set up by former 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
Just before the talks began, Soviet 
officials 
barred 
U.S. 
newsmen 
accompanying Kissinger from attending 
the opening of the meeting. 
The officials gave no reason but many 
observers 
said 
the 
action 
was 
apparently 
a 
retaliation 
for 
the 
reporters’ protest Wednesday against a 
Soviet decision to bar a Time magazine 
correspondent from the country.

In a statement released last night 
under McCall’s signature, the union 
spelled out its criticism of statements 
by a J-M official that good progress was 
being made in the negotiations and that 
a contract agreement was near. In 
statements released Tuesday afternoon 
and printed in Wednesday’s Record, 
Paul Bumum, J-M director of employe 
relations was quoted as saying: “ Things

negotiations, progress is being made. 
We have every expectation of reaching 
an agreement with the union committee 
by Thursday midnight.” Union officials 
were not available to comment until 
later on Wednesday. 


This morning prior to the meeting 
with union reps, Burnum was told about 
the criticism of the union and asked if he 
would stand by his expressed optimism 
of two days ago. He replied “ I’m always 
optimistic.” He declined to elaborate 
further.

however, he said: “ After today we may 
have something to report.” 


The union has charged that the 
company was rewriting the entire 
contract under the guise of trying to 
make it more understandable to the 
workers. 


In its statement of last night the union 
said: “ By insisting on rewriting the 
contract the company has stalled and 
delayed negotiations on issues which are 
important to us all. There has been 
almost no discussion on the major issues 
of pension benefits, sick pay, vacation 
im provem ents 
or 
m edical 
improvements. Instead the company 
wants 
to 
continue 
talking 
about 
weakening your union by eliminating all 
references to mutual consent in the 
contract, 
changes 
in 
the 
vacation 
procedure to their benefit, allowing the 
company to sue individuals and the 
union Allowing the company to call you 
two 
hours 
before 
your 
scheduled 
starting time to tell you not to report for 
work 
without any 
penalty 
to the 
company. Allowing the company to 
speed up operations and more.” 


Burnum has declined to discuss the 
issues publicly beyond his statements of 
last Tuesday in which he said the 
company was offering a $1 million 
salary and 
fringe benefit increase 
package over a three-year period.

source 
indicated 
that 
J-M 
workers earn an average of $6.40 an 
hour.

LONG BEACH, Calif. (U PI) - A 
flare-up of Richard Nixon’s phlebitis 
condition has filled his left leg with 
circulation 
blockages, 
sending 
the 
former president limping back to a 
hospital. His doctor warns surgery may 
be needed 
Nixon’s physician, Dr. John Lungren, 
unexpectedly 
ordered 
Nixon 
rehospitalized Wednesday night 
He 
revealed the implementing of tests, 
previously called dangerous, which were 
to be used only if the disease had 
become more serious 
The ailment, which keeps Nixon off 
the witness stand at the Watergate 
cover-up trial, proved too strong for the 
drugs Nixon was taking at home in San 
Clemente, Lungren said 
The main danger facing Nixon is that 
the phlebitis —a disorder of veins in his 
left leg —will cause blood clots. If the 
clots come adrift in his bloodstream, 
they can lodge in vessels feeding vital 
heart muscles and lung tissue, blocking 
circulation and causing death. 
Nixon 
appeared 
at 
Long 
Beach 
Memorial 
Hospital 
Medical 
Center 
shortly after 6 p.m. PDT Wednesday, 
apparently to the surprise of the hospital 
staff, which said he was not expected. 
Nixon was released from the hospital 
Oct. 4, after 11 days treatment. 
He came by car from his estate at San 
Clemente, about 60 miles to the south, 
accompanied by former White House 
aide Stephen Bull, and walked through a 
rear 
service 
entrance, 
limping 
noticeably, a hospital spokesman said. 
Lungren, in a statement distributed to 
newsmen, 
said 
a 
subsequent 
examination discovered “ defects, or 
blockages of blood vessels” —which 
could be caused by clots or other factors 
—in the surface and interior veins of 
Nixon’s left calf. There is “ near total 
occlusion, or blockage of blood flow, in 
the deep (vein) system of the thigh,” the 
physician said 
Tests have shown that the drugs Nixon 
has been taking are not keeping his blood 
thinned enough to prevent clotting, 
Lungren said. 
“ This 
inadequacy 
of 
oral 
anticoagulation has been a concern,” he 
said. 
Nixon was placed back on intravenous 
drugs in the hospital, Lungren said, but

to farmers

President Ford, hoping to gather votes 
for hard-pressed Republicans, promised 
today to do all he could to provide a “ full 
reward” 
to 
Midwestern 
farmers 
disgruntled by government wheat and 
meat policies. 
Ford, starting a day-long campaign 
swing through Iowa and Illinois, spoke 
from the steps of the state capitol before 
a crowd of several thousand. The trip 
was part of his personal attempt to stop 
anticipated Democratic gains in the 
House and Senate with elections only 12 
days away. 
The President said in his prepared 
speech that aides had advised him not to 
talk 
about 
agricultural 
conditions 
because “ farmers throughout the Mid­ 
west are especially frustrated this 
year” after fighting rising operating 
costs and falling profits. 
But Ford said that “ America can no 
longer expect the farmer to sacrifice so 
that others can live well” and he urged 
voters to give Republicans a chance to 
remedy the problem 
“ I pledged to you today ... that I will 
do everything in my power to make sure 
that the American farmer is fully 
rewarded for services rendered,” he 
said 
“ America owes that to the 
farmer.” 
Ford’s plans called 
for another 
appearance in Des Moines, at a $50-a- 
piate 
GOP 
fund 
raising 
luncheon 
expected 
to 
draw 
about 
1,200 
contributors and for an afternoon flight 
to Illinois for appearances in Melvin and 
Chicago. 
Polls 
indicated 
many 
of 
the 
Republican congressional candidates in 
the two states were in trouble. The 
President, noting that, said he hoped 
Republicans would not lose on a broad 
scale because their backers “ were too 
apathetic to get out and vote ” 
"Let’s not lose it by default,” Ford 
said.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - In an effort 
to discredit the 
prosecution’s key 
witness, a defense attorney succeeded 
today in getting John W. Dean III to 
admit he played a major role in the false 
testimony of two other Watergate 
figures 
Dean, 
the 
former 
White 
House 
counsel, 
admitted 
under 
cross- 
examination that he encouraged both 
Jeb Stuart Magruder and Egil Krogh to 
lie at a time when the cover-up was 
beginning to unravel. 
He told William Frates, lawyer for 
Watergate cover-up defendant John D 
Ehrlichman, that he played a "devil’s 
advocate” to test the false story which 
Magruder, deputy director of Richard 
M. Nixon’s re-election campaign, told 
the Watergate grand jury. 
“ You as an attorney met with 
Magruder and as you say played the 
devil’s advocate and devised a story that 
was completely false,” Frates asked. 
“ Yes sir,” I)ean said. 
When asked specifically what he said 
to Magruder, Dean replied: “ I told Mr. 
Magruder that I couldn’t in conscience 
tell him to go down to the court and lie, 
but if he wanted me to test his story, I 
would.” 
Frates 
also 
brought 
up 
Dean’s 
instructions to 
Krogh, 
former co­ 
director of the White House plumbers 
unit, if investigators asked him about 
the then undisclosed burglary of the 
office of Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
“ I told Mr. Krogh that he’d have to 
think of something and he might have to 
lie his way out of it,” Dean said. 
Frates’ efforts to undermine Dean’s 
credibility drew objections from chief 
government trial lawyer James Neal. 
But U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
upheld the line of cross examination 
during Dean’s seventh day on the 
witness stand. 
Noting that Dean already is serving a

for 
Watergate-related 
offenses, Sirica added, “ I don’t believe 
that anybody’s trying to paint this 
gentleman as a lily white angel.” 


Dean testified earlier in the day that 
there had been a dispute in 1972 between 
then White House aides Ehrlichman and 
H R. Haldeman and former Attorney 
General John N. Mitchell —all of them 
trial defendants —over who was going to 
raise hush money to pay the Watergate 
burglars.

lawyer, William G. Hundley, Dean

outlined for colleges 


SAN DIEGO (U PI) - A »70 million 
capital outlay program and a $46 million 
operations support program for the 1975- 
76 fiscal year have been approved by the 
Board of Governors of the California 
community colleges. 
The board also adopted Wednesday a 
10-part 
legislative 
program 
in 
preparation for the upcoming session in 
Sacramento. 
Included 
in 
the 
program 
was 
legislation that would delete the state 
Department of Finance from detailed 
review of the community colleges 
capital outlay projects. 
Other parts of the program would 
provide 
new 
classroom 
utilization 
standards for small colleges, clarify the 
legal status of part-time and temporary 
employes and provide for flexible 
academic 
calendars 
in 
community 
colleges. 
The two spending programs, along 
with local matching funds, total about 
$130 million and will be submitted next 
month to the state Department of 
Finance for review. 
The 
college 
board 
governs 
the 
activities of the state’s 100 two-year 
public community colleges. 


Stewardess taken hostage 
by Mexican at French airport 


NICE, France (UPI) - A Mexican 
took an Air France stewardess hostage 
at gunpoint today and said he would not 
release her until French authorities 
bring his wife from Italy and grant them 
safe passage to Mexico. 
The man, identified as Daniel Rey 
Caruso, a native of Acapulco, said 
excitedly over the telephone in a 
mixture of French and Spanish, “ I will 
not let her go until I and my wife can go 
and work in Mexico.” 
He added, “ I’m not involved in 
politics, I am not crazy, and I want to 
avoid bloodshed if possible. You see, I 
am not asking very much. ” 
Police closed off the section of the 
airport under siege and allowed access 
to other areas only to passengers with 
tickets. 
Rey Caruso claimed his wife was 
being held in Milan on charges of 
traveling 
without 
proper 
identify 
papers. But Italian police denied this 
They said the woman had stayed in a 


hotel there for several days and left 
Wednesday for an unknown destination. 
They identified her as Marisella Chavez 
Valero and said she was traveling on a 
Mexican passport 


The hostess, Miss Danielle Baraiat, 
25, said in a phone interview that she 
was “ in a good position to know what’s 
going on. I’m the hostage,” she said 


When asked where the gunman was, 
she said in a quiet voice “ Right behind 
me ” 


She said the man walked up to her at 
,the Air France counter at the Nice 
Airfield, whipped out a pistol and 
hustled her off into a nearby Alitalia 
office 
She said he locked the door and 
informed the airport he wanted only two 
conditions, bring his wife from Italy 
because she reportedly lacks proper 
papers, and give him assurance lie will 
be allowed to go free to Mexico.”

Sheriff's officer tells 
of locating 'payment'

A sheriff’s officer testified in 
the Raul Navarro bribery trial 
Wednesday that when the 36- 
year-old county administrative 
aide was arrested the evening 
of Aug 19 an alleged $1,000 
bribe 
payment 
had 
been 
divided 
and 
found 
in two 
separate pockets on Navarro’s 
person 
Describing Navarro’s arrest, 
Sgt John Wells said $500 was 
found 
in 
Navarro’s 
pants 
pocket when he was searched. 
The 
officer 
then 
quoted 
Navarro as saying: 
“ The rest of the money is in 
my back pocket in my wallet.” 
Sgt Wells said Lt. George 
Bregante, who took part in 
bracketing Navarro’s car and 
stopping 
it 
in 
the 
Santa 
Barbara Mesa area, counted 
the two wads of money and 
found they totaled $500 each 
exactly. 
Navarro’s arrest, 
it was 
testified by the prosecution 
witness in the trial before 
Superior 
Judge 
John 
A. 
Westwick 
and 
jury, 
came 
within a few minutes after he 
had left the home of Board of 
Supervisors chairman Charles 
F. Catterlin. 
Navarro served as driver as 
well as staff aide for Catterlin, 
a Santa 
Barbara attorney. 
Their car had been tracked by 
officers after they had left the 
County 
Adm inistration 
Building where the prosecution 
alleges Navarro had received a 
$1,000 bribe from the developer 
of Zaca Lake Resort. 
Sgt. Wells said the money 
had been dusted with powder so 
that it “ would indicate who has 
handled it,” if more than one 
person were involved. 
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He testified under direct 
examination that the car was 
tailed from the moment it left 
the 
county 
building, 
and 
C a tte rlin 
was 
under 
surveillance to determine “ if 
he was involved...there was 
always that possibility.” 
Navarro was arrested when 
he headed homeward after a 45- 
minute 
stay 
at 
Catterlin’s 
home, 
where 
Catterlin 
previously had testified that 
they had each had a drink 
before Navarro departed 
Sgt. Wells confirmed that 
there had been no search 
warrant of Catterlin’s home. 
Catterlin in previous testimony 
charging that it seemed he was 
“ on 
trial,” 
had 
claimed 
officers “ were hiding in the 
shrubbery about my home" and 
he had heard a search warrant 
was made out. 
As the prosecution’s star 
witness Wednesday — under 
questioning by Deputy District 
Attorney Patrick McKinley — 
Sgt. Wells related the $1,000 
found 
on 
Navarro 
carried 
serial numbers checking with 
those of the $1,000 in 50’s, 20 s 
and 10’s that the prosecution 
alleges 
Zaca 
Lake 
Resort 
developer 
Howard 
Olsen 
handed Navarro — under police 
monitoring 
— 
early 
that 
afternoon in Navarro’s county 
building office for “ services 
rendered.” 
Navarro, 
free 
on 
bail, 
claimed 
in 
a 
pre-trial 
statement he was about to 
begin work full-time on the 
Houston 
Flo u rn o y 
gubernatorial campaign, and 
the $1,000 was a contribution 
from the developers to the 
political campaign. 
Catterlin’s name had been 
brought prominently into the 
Navarro case earlier in the 
two-week-old 
trial 
when 
Frederick Kling, counsel for 
the developers, had testified he 
felt 
Catterlin 
had 
been 
influenced into casting the key 
vote July 29 which defeated the 
Zaca Lake Resort expansion 
project. 


Kling and Howard Olsen, 
p resident 
of 
C al-Pac 
Recreational, Inc., operator of 
the resort, both testified they 
were surprised at Catterlin’s 
vote 
against their project, 
resulting in a 3-2 vote upholding 
the 
County 
Plan n in g 
Commission’s 
denial 
of 
overnight camping 


Earlier Wednesday, Judge 
Westwick said he felt that a 
static-ridden recording by the 
s h e riff’s 
o ffice 
of 
a 
conversation between Navarro 
and Henry Rodrigues, Cal-Pac 
vice-president, in Rodrigues’ 
Los Angeles office on Aug. 16 
was “ hardly evidence” that 
Navarro was soliciting a bribe. 
The court, however, allowed 


the recording to be admitted in 
evidence. 
Defense 
counsel 
James 
Lindsey said he was concerned 
over “ gaps” in the recording of 
up to five minutes duration. 


McKinley 
attempted 
to 
explain the technicalities of 
how gaps could occur when the 
court intervened. 


Lin d sey 
com m ented, 
caustically: 


“ Mr. McKinley may have the 
Rose Mary Woods incident in 
mind,” referring to the gaps in 
the famous Nixon tapes caused 
by ex-president’s secretary. 


Sgt Wells also testified that 
Rodrigues 
had 
vain ly 
endeavored to get Navarro to 
come to the resort Aug. 17, to 
take 
marked 
money 
with 
officers 
standing 
by, 
but 
Navarro never appeared. 


Sheriff’s Lt. 
Bregante is 
scheduled to be called Friday 
as the prosecution endeavors to 
wind up its case that day. It is 
reported 
McKinley 
is 
also 
planning to call Sheriff John W. 
Carpenter and District David 
D. Minier to the witness stand. 


Judge Westwick recessed the 
trial to 10 a.m. Friday, as 
Thursday is a holiday. 


In his testimony Wednesday, 
Sgt. Wells related he acted the 
role of an undercover man and 
registered at Zaca Lake Aug. 10 
as a picnicker with his wife and 
children. He said he spent 
several 
hours 
getting 
statements 
from 
Cal-Pac 
officials who claimed Navarro 
had asked for $50,000 originally 
to swing the Zaca Lake project 
on the Board of Supervisors, 
then accepted an offer of 


$10,000.

Maj Hugh Hardison, head of 
the patrol, said the agency had 
not determined conclusively 
that the bus stopped before 
trying to cross the tracks. 
He said his probe showed 
there was no flagman on the 
ground to direct the train 
before it backed into the bus. 


Hardison 
said 
the 
patrol 
would only determine what 
happened and would not at­ 
tempt to place any blame for 
the tragedy. He said that would 
be 
left 
to 
the 
National 
Transportation Safety Board. 


The NTSB dispatched two 
highway safety experts to the 
West Georgia town to begin a 
detailed investigation of the 
wreck.

Ray plea 
surprised

MEMPHIS, Tenn (U P Il- A 
former public defender for 
James 
Earl 
Ray 
testified 
Wednesday he was “ amazed, 
surprised and astounded" when 
he learned that Ray was going 
to plead guilty to slaying Dr 
Martin Luther King Jr. 
Hugh Stanton Jr., now county 
attorney 
general, 
said 
he 
planned to go to trial when he 
learned 
that 
famed 
Texas 
attorney 
Percy 
Foreman, 
Ray’s 
chief 
lawyer, 
had 
negotiated a guilty plea in the 
case 
“ I was amazed, surprised 
and astounded 
Stanton told 
a federal court hearing into 
charges by Ray that he was 
coerced 
by 
Foreman 
into 
making the plea and drawing a 
99-year prison term 
Stanton said, however, that 
he didn’t think Ray had much of 
a chance before a jury 
"We attempted to check out 
every possible defense in this 
case,” said Stanton, “ And, 
frankly, I concluded that we 
didn’t have much of a defense ’’ 
He said he believed the guilty 
plea in exchange for a 99-year 
term 
was

recommendation.

A Cubs 
spokesman said Williams had agreed to 
the deal.

CHULA VISTA, Calif (U PI) 
— Albert Taylor is one of the 
best trackers around, but he 
says his talent isn't always 
given the proper respect. 
"In a search, everybody has 
a go at it, and after they've 
beaten all the leaves off the 
trees and turned over every 
rock, and after they've got out 
the bloodhounds and consulted 
clairvoyants, then they think of 
the tracker,” he said 
‘By 
then, there isn't anything that 
hasn't been stepped on three 
times.” 
Taylor has been tracking 
men and women for the U. S. 
Border Patrol for 25 years 
Usually 
he 
tracks 
down 
Mexican nationals who cross 
the border illegally, but he also 
uses his skills in search and 
rescue missions. 
Sometimes aliens cross the 
border 
in 
groups and are 
relatively 
easy 
to 
track 
because of electronic sensors 
and because "anybody can 
follow a group.” he said. • 
The real challenge is the 
veteran who has crossed on his 
own many times 
"The old veterans learn most 
of our skills and we learn most 
of theirs,” he said. “ It’s one- 
upmanship. 
"The real skill is in following 
a single, real sharp guy who is 
playing cat-and-mouse with you 
and you know it and he knows 
it. At the end of the game, if 
he's caught, he shrugs and 
smiles and you gloat. The other 
way, be gets away happy and 
you stomp and curse.” 
Some people try to disguise 
their tracks by brushing them 
with a tree branch or crossing 
the dirt roads that parallel the 
border on the tips of their 
fingers and toes to make it look 
like rabbit tracks. 
"If it is at night and you are 


not alert they could throw you 
off,” he said "After a long 
night, you tend to get hyp­ 
notized You might cut a road 
three or four times and not be 
keyed up enough to see some 
real skillful camouflage." 
Some aliens have pole vault­ 
ed across the dirt roads and 
others haave walked across on 
stilts. 
"One old fellow used cow 
hooves wired to his shoes,” 
Taylor said "Every time he 
crossed a road he looked more 
like a cow than a human 
being ” 
Tracking a man is not like 
tracking an animal, although 
some of the same skills apply. 
"If you follow a man long 
enough you almost think like 
him,” Taylor said "You start 
early in the morning and find it 
is very difficult to tell what 
he's doing, but as time goes on 
and he reacts to different 
conditions, you get so you can 
almost feel his thinking as you 
watch his tracks 
"You get to know he doesn’t 
like to go down steep banks or 
is spooky about the rim of a 
canyon or doesn't like to plow 
through brush, where others 
might go right through it.” 


He 
said 
many 
of 
the 
experienced fugitives call him 
"Ojas 
Aguila,” 
or 
"Eagle 
Eye,” but he doesn’t always 
get his man. 


“ E v e r y 
defeat 
is 
instructive,” he said. "You 
learn a new way of working I 
learned just to change the 
angle of my head to see the 
bent blade of grass, broken 
twigs, flattened rabbit pellets. 
When you are used to it, you 
can even see grains of sand 
compressed into the rest of the 
sand.” 
The life of a tracker requires 


a burning interest, patience 
and the willingness to learn. 
"Just to want to be a tracker 
is not enough,” Taylor said 


"You are dealing with clever 
aliens who can tie you in knots 
if you are the type who can’t 
stand to be beat ”

Goleta motel near the outskirts 
of the Municipal Airport aren't 
too happy with their plight, 
occasioned by closure of the 
antiquated airport fire station 
provided by the city of Santa 
Barbara 
They are also not very happy 
about statements which have 
come from Fire Chief John 
Risdon asserting that generally 
no 
serious 
problems 
have 
arisen due to the indefinite 
period the firemen are forced 
to be on duty in two motel 
rooms 
Here 
are 
some of their 
complaints as relayed by one of 
the 
firemen 
who 
said 
he 
naturally preferred to remain 
anonymous: 
-Response time to fire or 
other emergencies to prime 
areas of protection in the 
Goleta business and residential 
areas 
is 
virtually 
doubled 
“ because now we're at the 
opposite end of the airport" 
away from the community 
—“ We had an emergency call 
the other day and everybody 
beat 
us 
there 
. . . 
the 
ambulance was on its way out 
when we arrived ” (The case 
involved a call to aid an injured 
person in the immediate area I. 
—“ Walls are paper thin,” 
and noise from other guests in 
the motel can be distracting, 
while 
firemen's 
activities 
responding to emergencies (the 
siren on the engine isn’t turned 
on “ until we hit the street” » 
must be disturbing also to non- 
firemen guests at the motel». 
—Four firemen are on 24 
hour duty at all times, in the 
two rooms. Calls to fires are 
made via radio which is in one 


of the rooms The radio buzzes 
out

alarm 
to 
awaken 
sleepers, and firemen in the 
radio motel room must pound 
the wall or door to rouse their 
companions in the next room at

'W IN ' buttons 
sell at a dollar

Things are tough in the political 
button business, says Richard 
Trimble, who makes them. It’s 
so tough that the “WIN” anti­ 
inflation numbers are selling at 
$1 each. 
The day after President Ford 
made his economy address to a 
joint session of Congress Oct. 8 
Trimble, head of the A. G. 
Trimble Co., put his employes 
to 
work 
turning 
out 
WIN 
buttons on a hand press. 
One dollar each is infla­ 
tionary, 
Trimble 
admitted, 
“But that was for a single 
button. We were trying to 
satisfy a few rush orders until 
we could get the pins in volume 
from manufacturers. Selling in 
bulk they cost about 75 cents 
apiece. 
“The increase in sheet steel 
to make buttons has gone up 140 
per cent in the past year or so. 
“We have about 100,000 WIN 
buttons ordered and expect to 
have about 25,000 of them in the 
next day or so. The buttons will 
be about IV« inches and will sell 
for about $25 for 1,000, about 40 
cents each.” 


Trimble said he has received 
varied 
reports on 
the life 
expectancy of the WIN button. 
“One jobber said it would be 
all over in about two weeks and 
another fellow said it would 
outdo the ‘smiley’ button,” 
Trimble 
said. 
“Outside 
of 
political buttons the ‘smiley’ 
has been the biggest seller of 
all time.” 
The “I Like Ike” button was 
another winner, Trimble said. 
He said it was his father, 
Arthur 
G., 
now 
94, 
who 
originated 
the 
slogan 
that 
became famous in 1951. 
“I drew the first design and 
my Dad suggested the slogan,” 
Trimble said. “You can find 50 
persons who will try to take 
credit for coining the I Like 
Ike’ slogan but we have been 
authenticated as the origina­ 
tors. 
“The 
American 
Political 
Items Collectors ran a kind of 
contest to come up with the 
originator and we won. You had 
to 
produce 
authenticated, 
notorized material to prove you 
originated the idea, and we 
did.” 


Way to keep track 
of those in need 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A doctor 
at a Chicago hospital gave a 29- 
year-old man some pills for 
high blood pressure and told 
him to return in one month. 
The 
young 
man 
conscientiously 
took 
the 
medication. He didn’t think the 
doctor’s appointment was very 
important. So he skipped it. 
“Hypertension (high blood 
pressure ) is deadliest for young 
men,” said Dr. Frederick L. 
Coe, of the Michael Reese 
Medical Center. “The patient 
thought the pills were the cure. 
It never dawned on him that 
treatment is life long.” 
man might never have 
returned to the hospital — 
except when it was too late —if 
it were not for the “hyperten­ 
sion 
registry,” 
the 
first 
computerized 
program 
that 
registers and keeps track of 
persons 
with 
high 
blood 
pressure. 
“The registry is a manage­ 
ment tool for large hospitals,” 
said Coe, who is in charge of 
the computer operations. “It’s 
really a followup system flag­ 
ging patients who need special 
attention or more treatment or 
who are receiving care that is 
less than ideal.” 
Even doctors 
with 
small 
offices are hard put to keep 
track of special patient needs, 
followup treatment and assur­ 
ances that patients follow the 
doctor’s advice. The problem is 
many times worse for large 
h o s p i t a l s , 
Coe 
s a i d , 
particularly 
since 
patients 
often 
change 
doctors 
and 
addresses. 
“About half of the Americans 
who have high blood pressure 
don’t know it,” he said 
And those suffering from 
hypertension often do not feel 
sick until the disease becomes 
very serious. There is little 
motivation 
for 
treatment 
during the early stages of the 
disease. 
“We re sort of what ties it all 
together,” Coe said 
Hypertension is considered a 
major public health problem. It 
affects an estimated 23 million 
Americans, and is considered 
an ailment that is usually 
effectively treated by drug or 
diet 
therapy. 
Sometimes 
a 
single drug will reduce blood 


pressure and in other cases a 
combination of drugs is requi­ 
red. 
The hypertension registry at 
Michael Reese Medical Center 
includes 
610 
patients 
from 
seven Chicago hospitals. It 
records what treatment an 
individual received and what 
treatment he will need later. 
The information is stored in a 
computer. 
In the case of the 29-year-old 
man, 
the computer alerted 
doctors to his missed appoint­ 
ment. 
The registry has been in 
operation since July, but has 
already proven “a tremendous 
service,” 
Coe 
said 
in 
an 
interview. 
Three Chicago clinics plan to 
enter the program, three other 
hospitals have expressed inter­ 
est and some are considering 
making the program statewide. 
If the program does expand, 
it could become a very large- 
scale operation. Coe said, “it’s 
already getting pretty awe­

Added to all this, some of those 
associated with the local iris society will 
be on hand in the Marguerite Hall Iris 
Test Garden to do a little weeding and 
general plant management. 
Then personal family projects will be 
under way in hundreds of neighborhoods 
making it a truly Green Thumb Day, or 
weekend 


Time was when trustees of Lompoc 
Unified School District were bound 
together by the bond of mutual poverty. 
Trustee commiserated with trustee It 
was tighten the belt, toe, cut and trim 
the line, get the wagons into a circle 
Now there’s a new mood. Some observ­ 
ers trace the change to the time in July 
when the school board learned that the 
district would get about $1.9 million in 
funds previously and illegally withheld 
by the state over the past few years. 
Since the arrival of the money there has 
been a scramble to see exactly where 
the one-time-only monies would be 
spent. The board didn't have to spend 
any particular amount of the total, but 
about a half million dollars (That phrase 
has a nice lilting sound, half million 
dollars.) 
was spent to reduce 
the 
amount of a proposed tax rate increase 
(I don’t know, but that phrase reminds 
me something of the phrase, an upper 
level low that adds some color to 
weather announcements.). 
Now 
the 
board is in the throes of deciding, 1) 
How much of the money (There’s about 
$1.5 million left.) should be spent; and 2) 
on what programs. 
Board chairman Karl Braun keeps 
reminding his fellow trustees that they 
better decide before long on how much 
they plan to spend The situation is not 
without its humor. On one occasion, 
Supt. Glen Wegner jokingly said he 
hoped the board would delay spending 
the money as long as possible, noting 
that the money was banked with the 
county and that the nest egg was earning 
what some of his aides said was about 
$400 a day in interest. He said if the 
board delayed long enough they'd have 
enough 
money 
to 
finance 
needed 
educational programs. 
Now into all this comes a new note 
penned by Robert Morris. Morris in a 
letter to Braun (coupled with a note that 
the letter could be published “for the 
good of the community.’’) says, “I 
would like to urge your board to invest 
the $1.5 million windfall’ fund in prime- 
interest-paying accounts. Never spend 
it! 
“You would have no trouble finding an 
investment which would pay $150,000 per 
year or more. You could specify that the 
principal amount shall never be spent, 
only the interest and dividends would be 
spent. Make the principal a permanent 
endowment!” 
There’s more in Morris’ letter, but 
that excerpt sets forth the essentials. 
The school board may never be the 
same after this.

Halfway through President Ford’s 
speech to Congress last week on the 
economy 
he 
remarked, 
“Make 
no 
mistake. We do have a real energy 
shortage.” Several of us looked at each 
other and exclaimed, “ What do you 
know.” It was as electrifying as a damp 
blotter. 
To his credit, Mr. Ford when it came 
to taxes, did not use the old Nixon cliche 
in getting over the hurdle. One could 
almost see the former president looking 
up brightly, smirking, and observing, 
“The easy thing to do would be to avoid 
the subject.” 
Jerry Ford was more direct 
He 
admitted advisers had urged him to 
delay the matter till after the election. 
The crowd squirmed a bit, knowing what 
was coming 
He paused, his voice dropped, and he 
added quietly, “ But I shall not play 
politics with America’s future.” It was a 
touching instant, there was a little 
applause, and it passed into history that 
Mr. Ford was making a mild gesture 
toward soakmg-the-rich 
Not very much of the latter, heaven 
knows. The Ford advisers put together a 
crash program that has some good 
points and some weak ones and is better 
in what it urges than in what it does. 
“ It’s not a block-buster, it’s not an 
instant 
cure,” 
Treasury 
secretary 
Simon, looking like a successful Wall 
Street broker with a near-genius IQ 
explained to the press before the speech, 
giving the mood between the lines: We 
have 
in 
the 
United 
States 
more 
government 
than 
we 
need; 
more 
government than we are willing to pay 
for! 
This 
is a 
balanced program, 
minimizing 
government 
controls. 
Controls just make inflation worse.” 
And so we are all going voluntarily to 
cut back on gasoline and on heat, and 
wear WIN buttons in our lapels, and help 
subsidize new homes and maybe even 
the unemployed, by a 5 per cent surtax 
on 
income taxes 
of 
families 
with 
incomes above $15,000 (to raise $2 6 
billion), 
and 
5 per cent 
surtax 
on 
corporate income taxes (to raise $2 1 
billion). The poor will get maybe $1.6 
billion 
in 
tax 
relief, 
and 
the 
corporations, 
through 
a 
liberalized 
investment tax credit, $2 7 billion That 
means 
that 
the - tax 
benefits 
to 
corporations will more than offset their 
surtax

how things work out. Mr. Ford has 
opened 
a 
few 
holes 
in 
the 
one­ 
dimensional economics that helped get 
us into this mess — sole reliance by 
conservatives 
on 
tight 
money 
and 
budget-cutting and the unexpressed hope 
that maybe a little recession would 
teach those unions a lesson. We have a 
hunch that as stagflation continues Mr. 
Ford will find it necessary to put into 
effect other optional proposals, and that 
the 
“old-time religion” 
will sprout 
heresies. 


Primarily it was lack of urgency that 
was disappointing. When the garrison is 
attacked the sentry roars the alarm. 
This was only a mild, “Time to wake up, 
please.” 


Meanwhile, Congress has hurried off 
to campaign, President Ford is making 
a

out-of-town 
political 
speeches

w eek, 
and 
Nelson 
Rockefeller, the still uncrowned crown 
prince, is waiting confirmation 
Vice 
President Rockefeller, if confirmed, 
will be the most powerful figure ever to 
sit in that anomalous office; the story of 
his largesse to aides, associates and 
public officials shows how money helps 
He gave a going-away present of $50,000 
to his former policy adviser, Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger, in 1969, when 
the 
la tter 
joined 
the 
federal 
government. He contributed generously 
to a score of Republican congressmen — 
all 
perfectly 
legitimately, it would 
appear, in the absence of any legal limit. 
One 
Rockefeller 
adviser, 
William 
Ronan, now chairman of the New York 
and New Jersey Port Authority, got 
$550,000 on leaving the princely service. 
He is also lavish, of course, in civic and 
national philanthropies, in accordance 
with the fine family tradition of his 
remarkable clan. If Rocky ever gets to 
be president — and there is a lot of talk 
now that Mr. Ford might retire after 
two years in view of his wife’s illness — 
we can study the power of presidential 
office in conjunction with great wealth. 


Just the other day, we watched the AP 
news ticker chew out the following 
items in close succession, feeding some 
kind of hunger in the American soul: 
— “As he walked back to the White 


House from worship service at St. 
John’s Episcopal Church, Ford told 
newsmen, ‘We’re in very good shape,’ in 
preparation for the national televised 
and broadcast anti-inflation address...” 
— Tall, blond and wearing a new red 
chiffon dress and her mother’s borrowed 
long white gloves, 17-year-old Susan 
Ford made her public debut as a White 
House 
hostess 
before 
Washington’s 
diplomatic corps...”

The Stanislaus River, one of the few

Washington calling

NEW YORK - Before the Senate 
rules committee can reconsider the 
nomination of Nelson Rockefeller three 
months will have passed The with the 
turn of the House Judiciary Committee, 
it may be the end of the year or perhaps 
the new year and a new Congress when a 
vote on confirmation finally comes 
This means that for 
four months or longer 
the office of the vice 
presidency 
will 
be 
unfilled 
In 
that 
i n t e r v a l , 
if 
an 
accident should befall 
P r e s i d e n t 
F o r d, 
Speaker Carl Albert 
would 
inherit 
the 
office. 
Albert 
has 
made no secret of his 
ow n 
f e e l i n g 
of 
inadequacy 
and 
his 
sense of dread that 
such 
an 
accident 
might occur. 
What 
this 
says 
about 
the 
25th 
amendment as a means for choosing a 
v i ce 
president 
hardly 
needs 
underscoring It says something, too, 
about the workability of the system 
itself in a time of stress and strain with 
few parallels. 
Urging Sen. Howard Cannon’s rules 
committee to convene a session before 
the congressional recess so he could 
testify about the gifts disclosed in leaks 
to the press, Rockefeller was only too 
well aware of what had not been the 
subject of his interrogation in the first 
round of hearings. 
The committee at that time was in 
possession of Rockefeller’s income and 
gift tax returns and the 2,000 pages of 
FBI report. If they had chosen to 
question him then about these gifts he 
would have made the formal statement 
that he sought in vain to put in the 
record 
under 
oath 
before 
the 
congressional recess 
Not so much Committee members as 
Committee staffers are believed to have 
leaked the information that has made 
daily headlines. As the former governor 
has noted, it is against the law both to 
disclose 
information 
from 
federal 
income tax returns and to publish it. 
With that square jaw clamping down 
hard, 
there can be no doubt that 
Rockefeller intends to see this through. 
After all, as he says, he has been in the 
rough and tumble of politics for 34 
years. And politics in New York state 
can be rough indeed. 
The mix of money and politics is 
nothing new. It was a principal charge in 
the Democratic primary in 1960 when 
Hubert Humphrey accused John F. 
Kennedy of coming into West Virginia 
with an open-ended checkbook to win the 
delegate race. In 1972 the millions 
Richard Nixon spent for his reelection 
were a large factor in the scandal. 
The difference in Rockefeller’s case is 
his 
exceptional 
generosity 
made 
possible by one of America’s largest 
fortunes. The remarkable reach of his 
generosity with staffers and friends has 
little to do with politics. 
An exception under another heading is 
the miserable Victor Lasky book about 
Arthur 
Goldberg, 
a 
meaningless 
superfluity 
since 
Rockefeller 
was 
certain to be reelected governor in 1970. 
Political gimmicks by overzealous aides 
are often self-defeating. 
The belief in Rockefeller’s circle is 
that the leaks have run their course. 
Although one source is said to have 
obtained the entire bundle of material in 
the House Judiciary Committee files, it 
contains few if any important new 
disclosures. 
The extent of the investigation is a 
commentary on the politics of the 25th 
amendment. At one point 400 FBI agents 
in this country and in South America 
were at work on the Rockefeller case 
putting together that 2,000-page report 
containing every act and every gesture 
in the governor’s political career. 


What a contrast with Nixon’s selection 
of Spiro Agnew with apparently no 
knowledge 
of 
his 
bribe-taking 
in 
Maryland 
or 
George 
McGovern’s 
selection of Sen. Thomas 
Tom Who? 
Eagleton 
after 
a 
single 
telephone 
inquiry. 


In the light of what has happened to 
Rockefeller, who would be willing to 
undergo the ordeal of uncertainty, the 
piecemeal inquisition by leak? 


Almost of necessity it would have to 
be someone who has never been in the 
arena; 
someone 
with 
no 
record 
whatsoever; someone who has never 
made a gift of any kind to anyone 


Rockefeller has been in the sweaty 
arena in a variety of offices since 1940 
This 
background 
and 
experience 
eminently qualify him for the vice 
presidency. To hold him up for a 
morality never exacted of past political 
practitioners is not only hypocritical, 
but destructive of public service and a 
valuable public servant.
